Hie Geological Survey published a 
722-page, item-by-item analysis of U.S. 
supply and dem and in 64 m ineral 
resources arni warned that m any of 
them are, or will be, in short supply.

sachusetts Institute of Technology two 
years ago, called “ H ie Limits To 
G ro w th ," 
w a rn e d 
th a t 
m o d ern 
c iv iliza tio n would

industrial production a re soon cu r­ 
tailed. 
A sim ilar view was expressed by 
British scientists in a paper called 
“ Blueprint for Survival.”

NEW YORK (A P ) — The stock 
market limped downward in slow 
trading today as investors looked at 
the good news and the bad news and 
failed to find a clear course. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was down 5.12 points at 
945.59. Declining issues on the New 
York Stock Exchange edged out ad­ 
vancing issues 624 to 484 
The bad news coasisted of the 
continuing 
Watergate headlines, a 
strike against B. F. Goodrich & Co., 
the hike of the prime rate, the expected 
rise in steel prices, and worries over 
inflation. The good news included a 
bullish article in The Wall Street 
Journal on the balance of payments 
situation, and the word from lYesident 
Nixon’s economic adviser that in­ 
flation would be substantially reduced 
in the second half. 
‘ The market isn’t really saying 
anything significant today,” said 
l,arry Wachtel of Bache & Co. " It ’s an 
even keel kind of day, with good news 
and bad news.”

House May Modernize Panels

Even 
Congress has its ‘ impossible" dreams 
and the House is pursuing one now—an 
effort to modernize its committee 
jurisdictions to reflect present-day 
concerns. 
The effort was begun last week 
under a select 10-member committee 
headed by Hep. Richard Bolling, D- 
Mo., who has long served in and 
studied the House, and knows what 
he’s up against. 
"This is an ‘impossible’ task, with 
‘impossible’ in quotes,” he told the 
House last January when it set up the 
committee and gave it $1.5 million for 
the two-year job. 
What Bolling meant was that, like 
other congressional reforms that 
seemed impossible at first but were 
finally achieved, this one has every­ 
thing against it right now but still 
might come off. 
The committee system is the vital 
structure of Congress. All legislation 
proceeds through committees to the 
House floor, and each committee's 


jurisdiction is its sole purpose for 
existing. 
For this reason, any attempt to 
change or realign jurisdictions goes to 
the fundamental organization of the 
House, the power of every member— 
especially the committee chairmen— 
and the concern of every vested in­ 
terest in the nation. 


One thing the Bolling committee has 
going for it is a wide acceptance by 
House members of the fact that some­ 
thing has to be done to make Congress 
a more effective institution. 


It has been 25 years since Congress 
looked at its committee structure and 
during that time there have been vast 
shifts in public policies and national 
interests. Attempts to deal with them 
through existing committees involve 
strenuous contortions. 
'Hie environment, energy, urban 
problems, health, population growth- 
all matters of consuming present-day 
interest—have to be dealt with 
piecemeal by many committees.

Eyes Credit 


Card Decision 


WASHINGTON

The 
government today won Supreme Court 
review of a lower court decision 
sharply limiting the reach of federal 
law in prosecuting fraud in the $60 bil­ 
lion credit card industry. 


'The Justice Department asked the 
justices to overturn a decision by the 
U.S. Circuit Court at Cincinnati that 
cut back on the use of federal mail 
fraud statutes in prosecuting credit 
card thieves. 


The high court 
agreed 
without 
comment to hear the government’s 
appeal of what it called a classic case 
of fraud of the kind that cost the in­ 
dustry some $100 million in 1969. 
In most areas of the country, U.S. 
Solicitor General Erwin N. Griswold 
told the court in his petition, federal 
judges have virtually assumed that 
use of the mails in the credit card 
process is an element of the crime 
since the culprit knows discovery of 
the use of a stolen credit card will be 
delayed until the fradulent charge has 
been mailed to the credit card firm, or 
possibly to the rightful owner of the 
card. 
But, the government continued, the 
Cincinnati circuit court has placed new 
demands on the prosecution under 
mail fraud laws that “ severely limits 
the ability of federal criminal law to 
reach these fradulent schemes ...” 
The circuit court said the govern­ 
ment must demonstrate 
that 
the 
defendant expressly “ counted on the 
delays and vagaries of the postal 
system to facilitate execution of his 
scheme ...” 
The appeals court reversed con­ 
viction on four mail fraud counts 
lodged against Thomas E. Maze who 
was accused of stealing a roommate’s 
credit card in Louisville, Ky., in 1971 
and using it to finance a crosscountry 
jaunt. 
In other actions today, the court: 
—lid stand a lower court decision 
protecting a reporter’s confidential 
source in a civil rights suit aimed at 
discriminatory civil rights practices. 
—Upheld the right of states to deny 
the vote to convicted felons, in a case 
from North Carolina. 
New Typhoid 
Strain Noted 


CHICAGO (AP) — A strain of 
typhoid fever that is resistant to 
commonly used drugs is being brought 
to the United States by travelers 
returning from Mexico, say three 
California researchers. 
The type of typhoid currently is 
epidemic in northern and central 
Mexico, the researchers reported in 
the May 7 issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
"The coincidence of large numbers 
of American tourists and epidemic 
typhoid fever in Mexico virtually 
assures the continued occurrence of 
imported typhoid, particularly in the 
border states,” the researchers wrote. 
At least seven cases of typhoid fever 
caused 
by 
a strain 
resistant 
to 
chloramphenicol, a drug generally 
used to treat the disease, have been 
imported to the United States, said 
Drs. Ruth M. Lawrence, Elliot Gold­ 
stein and Paul D. Hoeprich of the 
University of California School of 
Medicine at Davis and the Sacramento 
Medical Center.

If it costs X 
number of tax dollars bi send a child to 
school for a year, then parents will 
receive an annual voucher worth X 
dollars for each school-age child in the 
family. Such vouchers can Ik* used to 
flay tuition at any school, public or 
private. 
The Voucher System aims at a 
number of goals. It encourages the 
creation of different kinds of schools, 
designed to suit the educational needs 
of different kinds of children. It ought 
to encourage educational experiment. 
It should enhance quality, because 
schools will in effect be competing with 
one another for students and their 
vouchers. And it ought to move •< 
certain amount of power into the hands 
of parents, and out of the hands of 
educational bureaucrats. 
As might Im* expected, the whole idea 
m eets 
resistan ce 
from 
.several 
quarters. The education lobby reacts 
to it in approximately tile way Dracula 
redded to tin' cross. The last thing 
teachers desire is a movement of 
leverage out of their own liands and 
into those of jwi rents. The separation- 
of-ehureh-and-state |H*ople are op­ 
iated to any aid to private religious 
schools, even if thus channeled 
through parents. Arni the public, in 
general, still does not fully com­ 
prehend the basic idea of a Voucher 
System, and some regard it with 
suspicion. 
So far, the New Hampshire project 
is in the planning stage, which will Im 
completed shortly. WtM*n the state 
presents an acceptable plan, $2.5

Speaking Of Your Health

I weigh less than IOO pounds and 
have been told that I have a dropped 
stomach. 
Can this be responsible for the gall 
bladder attacks that have plagued me 
for most of my adult life? 
Mrs. J.M ., Utah 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
At the turn of the century the term 
“dropped stom ach” seemed to have 
caught the imagination of a great 
many people. It was used almost in­ 
discriminately at that time. 
Today it is recognized that in some 
people the stomach does drop from its 
norm al position. This occurs in 
delicate, thin people and may cause 
digestive disturbances and interfere 
with the normal emptying of the 
stomach. 


The gall bladder, which stores bile 
for the purpose of digestion, sends it to 
the intestine through a thin tube. Since 
this tube enters the small intestine at 
the point where the intestine and the 
stomach join, it is conceivable that a 
“dropped stom ach” may interfere 
with this mechanism. 
When 
m edical 
treatm en t 
and 
regulation of diet are not effective, 
surgery 
is sometimes advised 
to 
replace and keep the stomach in 
proper position.

He was freed after the government 
released 15 prisoners, but his ab­ 
duction set in motion a wave of 
political kidnaping in Latin America 
that is still growing in some countries. 
7 Goodrich Plants Struck; 
UPW Talks Are Broken Off

Negotiations between the United 
Rubber Workers Union and the B F. 
Goodrich Co. broke off early today 
without agreement on a new contract 
and with URW members on strike at 
seven Goodrich plants across the 
country. 


A company spokesman said no time 
had been 
set 
for resumption of 
negotiations. 
The URW ordered their 10,450 
members employed by Goodrich on 
strike at midnight. 


One exception was the firm’s largest 
plant with 3,200 employes at Akron, 
Ohio, where picket lines were set up at 
IO p.m. (ED T). 
Strikes were also ordered against 
Marion, 
Ohio; 
M iam i, 
Okla.; 
Tuscaloosa, Ala.; Oaks, Pa.; Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and I>os Angeles, Calif. 
James McCready, spokesman for 
the company, said following the 
breakoff in negotiations that the firm 
had offered the union roughly the same 


package it had accepted from the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. two 
weeks ago. 
He said the Goodrich offer included 
wage increases totaling 80.8 cents an 
hour over the next three years to 
employes at each of the seven plants, 
plus fringe benefits “ equal to or better 
than those accepted by the URW in 
their agreement with Goodyear.” 
McCready said B.F. Goodrich was 
hit by strikes in 1967 and 1970 and that 
“ a prolonged strike in 1973 could also 
have serious consequences. 
“ This is especially the case with 
respect to job security of employes in 
non-tire production operations in 
Akron and Marion, Ohio,” he added. 
He said wages and benefits paid 
those employes were “ substantially 
higher” than those paid by competitive 
manufacturers. 
Union spokesmen could 
not 
lie 
reached immediately for comment. 
The Goodyear agreement was 
reached April 25, nearly three hours 
after a URW strike deadline. 


The tactic of seizing an official for 
political gain spread to Guatemala, 
Mexico, Uruguay and Argentina. 
There also were isolated cases in tile 
Dominican Republic, Columbia and 
Bolivia. 


Common crim inals, noting the 
reluctance of governments to risk the 
lives of those kidnaped, decided it was 
easier to snatch a wealthy victim for a 
cash ransom than rob a bank. 
Diplomats and businessmen have 
been the chief targets, and the ever­ 
present threat has forced them to 
change their lives. Embassies have 
lx*come fortresses with the diplomats 
under constant armed guard. Business 
houses have increased their security 
staffs and assigned bodyguards to 
their leading executives. 
Some kidnapings go unreported to 
protect the victims’ lives, but there 
have been more than 200 since 1969 in 
Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil, Mexico 
and Guatemala. 
It is estimated that a fourth of these 


were committed by antigovernment 
guerrillas, 
generally 
leftists or 
anarchists. 
Most of the victims were released 
unharmed after the kidnapers' con­ 
ditions were met, but a dozen have 
liven slain. 


Nearly 
150 
so-called 
political 
prisoners have been set free and flown 
to Cuba, Algeria or Chile. 
In Argentina alone, ransoms totaling 
$13 million have been paid in the past 
12 months, including a record $1.7 
million last 
month for a 
British 
tobacco executive. 
Tough military measures in Brazil 
and Uruguay virtually have stamped 
out political kidnaping. The crime has 
also tapered off in Guatemala, but it 
continues simmering in Mexico and 
has skyrocketed in Argentina. 
Argentine police registered six 
major abductions in 1970 and three in 
1971. They jumped to 18 in 1972 and 
soared to 29 in the first four months of 
this year.

'Measure' Highway Near Chillicothe 
The Circleville Herald, Tuesday May 8, 1973 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Are you 
one of those motorists who fusses and 
fumes from the jolting your ear gets as 
it passes over rough joints on the high­ 
way? 
If you are, University of Cincinnati 
researchers are trying to do something 
about it. 
Issam Minkarah and John Cook of 
the UC civil engineering department 
are making an intensive study of all 
the factors that affect those road joints 
on 
a 
stretch 
of 
highway 
near 
Chillicothe. 
The highway is a three-quarter mile 
section of the U.S. 23 bypass, built with 
the study in mind. It carries 40,000 to 
50,000 vehicles daily. 
Minkarah said, “ the expansion 
joints are 
where 
the highway 
pavement always starts to break up. 
About 80 cents of every highway 
maintenance dollar is spent on repair­ 
ing the joints.”

No Dates For Florida Girl; 
Evenings Are Spent In Jail 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - At­ 
tractive Van Harlee, a clerical 
assistant at the Florida Capitol, must 
say no every time she is asked for a 
date. 
“ I tell them I ’m still the property of 
the state,” said the 22-year-old 
brunette. 
Each night, Miss Harlee must return 
to a State Corrections Department 
house where she and nine other women 
live as they serve the last months of 
prison sentences. 
She and two other women in the work 
release program are employed by the 
state Education Department. Miss 
Harlee is responsible for keeping track 
of the 450 education bills in the 
legislature. 
She says she never tries to hide or 
advertise her prison status. “ I feel 
more at ease and they do, too, if I joke 
about it with the secretaries in the of­ 
fice who know about it.” 
Her sentence, like that of most of the 
other women she lives with, was a 
result of the drug culture. 
She was selling drugs to support a 
heroin habit when arrested in St. 
Petersburg. An arrest in 1970 led to 


probation, and the second time she was 
sentenced to 15 months. She is due for 
release July 1. 
Miss Harlee spent the first ll months 
of her sentence in I Dowell Correctional 
Institution and is thankful for the' 
transition period. 
“ It would be hard just to walk out 
after being locked up 15 months,” she 
said. 
The women live in a rented house in 
a residential section of Tallahassee, do 
their own cooking and cleaning and 
"somewhat make the rules,” said Rim 
Bartlett, an administrative assistant 
in the corrections (k*partment who 
lives with the women and three 
counselors. 
The work release women are 
allowed to check out in groups to go 
shopping. “They do their own thing ... 
with guidance,” , said Miss Bartlett. 
The women can walk anywhere for 
lunch, but they must get permission 
from Miss Bartlett to get into a car. 
They must get the same pay as 
others in a similar job. From tlieir 
paychecks, they give the state $3 a 
day, get $20 a week to spend and bank 
the rest.

newspaper didn’t flinch or buckle 
under pressure.

receiving the 1973 Pulitzer Prize for 
meritorious public service for its work 
on the Watergate scandal. 
Although the award went to the 
newspaper, The Post’s managing 
editor, Howard Simons, singled out for 
praise Woodward and fellow reporter 
Carl Bernstein. The two young 
reporters have spent the last IO months 
producing the newspaper’s major 
disclosures of White House in­ 
volvement in the 1972 campaign 
espionage operation. 
David Broder, the Post’s national 
political correspondent, also received 
a Pulitzer Prize for commentary for 
his political columns on the 1972 
election campaign. 
Other winners of the 1973 Pulitzer 
Prizes announced Monday were:

WASHINGTON (AP) - Republican 
party chairman George Bush says he 
wants to see President Nixon’s re-elec­ 
tion campaign dismantled and its

U.S. Taxpayers Foot Costs 
O f IdleSh ipsA w aitingG rain 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Taxpayers 
are spending between $50,000 and 
$100,000 a day in subsidies for at least 
20 huge tankers waiting in U.S. ports, 
often for weeks, to be loaded with 
wheat and corn for the Soviet Union. 
And even larger subsidies will be 
paid while the ships are at sea, an 
Associated I*ress survey shows. 
In all, government officials say, 83 
U.S.-owned ships have qualified for the* 
special subsidies to haul grain to the* 
Soviet Union. 
“ We don’t know what the total 
subsidy bill will be,” says R A. Coonin, 
a spokesman for the Federal Maritime 
Administration. “ Any figure I give you 
now would tx* understated.” 
Coonin said in an interview the 
waiting time in ports is "of growing 
concern” and that efforts are being 
made by the government, tile shipping 
industry and the grain trade to speed 
schedules. 
Meanwhile, lie admitted, it still is 
common for ships to wait for weeks at 
Gulf ports, where most of the grain is 
loaded. In all, he said, the total time 
involving federal subsidies, including 
actual shipping and return, is com­ 
monly 60 to 90 days. 
The subsidies vary according to size 
of ship and cost factors. While at sea 
the subsidy rate usually is $500 to 
$1,000 per day more than when tin* 
ships are in |>ort waiting to take on 
grain. 
Few of the larger tankers re|x»rtedly 


qualify for subsidies in excess of 
$10,000 at sea. Officials say most 
receive less. 


The subsidies are paid so that U.S. 
ships, much more expensive to use 
than foreign vessels, can haul part of 
the $1 billion worth of wheat, corn and 
soybeans sold to Russia last year. 
The ships—nearly all bankers begin 
earning subsidies as soon as they 
reach the port where they take on 
gram. 


An example is the Gulf Queen, a 
bulker with a capacity of 35,000 tons. 
Many are larger. At least two U.S.- 
owned tankers used for grain hauling 
since tile subsidy arrangement began 
last October are in the 70,000-ton clan. 
According 
to 
Maritime 
Ad­ 
ministration officials, Hie Gulf Queen 
arrived in Port Arthur, Tex.,on March 
12. For nearly seven weeks, at a 
federal subsidy estimated at $4,200 per 
day, the ship stood idly by while others 
took their turns at elevator grain- 
loading spouts. 
Finally, on April 24, the Gulf Queen 
sailed for a Soviet port on tile Black 
Sea with 32,500 tons of grain. While 
making the round-trip voyage- 
estimated at about 20 days “ sea tune” 
each way the Gulf Queen will draw 
approximately $4,800 a day in federal 
subsidies for lier owners, identified by 
the Maritime Administration as 
Blackships, Inc., a subsidiary of Gulf 
Oil Corp., New York.

Concrete Canoe 
Racers Eager 


AKRON, Ohio (A P )—University of 
Akron teams didn’t fare so well in 
their first concrete canoe race, but 
they claimed a moral victory. Their 
craft didn’t sink. 
Engineering students, prompted to 
build their canoe because* of the annual 
race at Indianapolis sponsored by Pur­ 
due University, already are making 
plans for next year’s race. 
“ I think we made a good .showing in 
our first effort,” said Glenn Nespeca of 
Youngstown, one of the coordinators of 
the Akron {woject. 
He said 27 canoes raced April 28 
“ and about half of them were built 
better than ours while half were worse. 
Several of tlx* canoes sank, but we 
were able to keep ours afloat.” 
Four Akron teams of two members 
each participated in the race’s four 
divisions. Two of the teams placed 
fourth, orx* finished fifth and one 
placed sixth. 
Nespeca 
teamed 
with 
Frank 
Pavlovicz of North Royalton. 
The other teams were Roger Zim­ 
merman of Strongsville and Mike 
(Cavanaugh of Wadsworth; 
Erie 
Forsberg of Cleveland and Roger 
Lyons of Clinton, and faculty members 
Dr. Joseph Iestingi and Ken Klika. 
Klika is an engineering technician in 
the

Nespeca said tin* concrete canoe 
race series began in 1970 when l*urdue 
challenged Hr* University of Illinois, 
“ and has been growing in popularity 
since.” 
He said Akron students will seek to 
make a lighter canoe for next year’s 
event. Their first entry weighed about 
240 pounds and measured nine feet 
long and two anil a half feet wide. 
The frame of steel rods and wire 
mesh was covered with expanded clay 
and aggregate cement mixed with 
water in the Auburn Science and En­ 
gineering Center testing laboratory. 


“ Cement for the project was donated 
by a Canton company,” Nespeca said. 
Construction of tin- Akron University 
canoe* started last January. Following 
a successful test in the university pool 
April 20, members of the student 
section of American Society of Civil 
Engineers took the canoe to Comet 
lake to gam experience balancing in 
the craft and to check its speed. 
Students kept the craft afloat for 
more than three flours, but on their last 


trip across tin* lake the canoe capsized 
and sank to tlx* bottom, 15 feet Indow 
It stayed there for three days until tlx* 
students tun! a rope to it and pulled it 
out by rowboat. 
“ It’s real easy to tip over,” Nespeca 
said. He said the tune under the water 
did not luirm the canoe. 
“ It has to tx* kept in a high humidity 
area for several days during tin* curing 
process,” Nespeca explained. “ The 
lake was tin* last cure.”

hands and say permanent 
relationships never work 
out,” she said. “ But that’s 
just a cop out.’’

Luverne Reike, a family

tion of the marriage under 
certain conditions and deter­ 
mine how property would be 
assigned.

He grasps the 
branches firmly with both 
hands and criss-crosses the 
search area, marking the 
spots where theU-shaped rod, 
now usually of aluminum, 
indicates an underground 
stream by rising forcefully. 
“ You don’t have subtle 
sensations,” 
Treadw ell 
relates in describing a find. 
“ It is as if someone pushes 
you, 
or 
boxes 
you.” 
Operators, he says, are 
“ thoroughly norman people 
with no specific talents.”

SEATTLE (AH) — David Cargo, 22, 
is a University of Washington senior in 
mathematics. He works as a computer 
operator. And he’s one of the most 
popular human guinea pigs around. 
In the past two years, he has popped 
pills, smoked marijuana, swallowed 
lengths of rubber tubing and been 
poked, pinched, prodded and exam­ 
ined all for about $500. 
“ It was fairly easy money. It helped 
pay the rent,” he said 
Another reason is curiosity, he said. 
And as a fringe benefit, “ for most of 
the past couple of years, I ’ve had one 
doctor or another looking over my 
health very, very carefully.” 
His first experiment paid $5 and was 
required for credit in a beginning 
psychology ( lass. He had to maneuver 
a ball through a tilting maze, estimat­ 
ing before each attempt how far he 
thought he could get the ball to go. 
His next job was drinking dissolved 
sugar at 30-minute intervals over a 
two-hour period while researchers 
took blood samples to see how fast the 
sugar was being absorbed by his body. 
He got $30 for that. 
But what really sold him on selling 
himself as a guinea pig was when he 
was paid $20 for smoking a single 
mari juana cigarette. 
“ They did have people in tlx* study 
who had lieen stoned before,” Cargo 
said. “ They wanted to test whether 
having one person who had lieen 
stoned before affected the people 
smoking the dope.” 
Another project paid $111 for Cargo 
to wear “ nylon-like underwear, just 
like the Apollo astronauts used” to 
control his skin temperature while he 
was inside a device that forced his 
blood into his legs. 
TTie pur[»se was to find out if “ you 
should cover a shock victim and keep 
him warm," he said. 
He now is biking four colchicine pills 
daily in a test to see if the compound, 
long used in treating gout, is effective 
as a male contraceptive.

there 
was 
the 
time 
he 
swallowed some quarter-inch rubber 
tubing. Scientists moved it up and 
down in his tliroat to measure tlx* 
strength of the* sphinc ter muscles in his 
esophagus. 
He* said the only offer he has refused 


was $100 to remove three grams of 
muscle tissue near the shoulder. It 
would have been painful and required 
his arm to be in a sling for a week, he 
said. 
“ Maybe I would have done it for 
$200. But $100? Never!”

Agriculture Department Monday said 
the Soviet Union, which bought more 
than $1 billion worth of U.S. grain last 
year, appears to be headed for larger 
crop production on its own in 1973. 
But the Soviets, officials added, are 
expected to continue buying relatively 
large amounts of grain from foreign 
suppliers. 
I^ast year, when drought and other 
severe weather conditions reduced its 
harvest, the Soviet Union turned to the 
United States for more than 19 million 
tons of grain and soybeans, including 
some 440 million bushels (about 12 
million tons) of wheat. 
"Although the USSR at present is 
still expected to need sizable pur­ 
chases of grain from the world market 
for ... 1973-74, there appears in recent 
weeks to have been an improvement in 
Soviet grain prospects for 1973,” the 
Foreign Agricultural Service said. 
I -ast month the agency said it ap­ 
peared the Soviets might be in the 
market this year for as much as 14 
million tons of grain from all foreign 
sources, about half the amount 
Moscow 
purchased 
on 
the 
world 
market in 1972. 
Today’s report in the weekly 
magazine “ Foreign Agriculture” 
repeated the earlier analysis despite

the more recent upturn in Russian 
crop prospects. 
“ It is still early to be making firm 
forecasts of the 1973 crop, especially 
since the spring grain crop is not yet 
all planted,” the report said. 
The Soviet government, the report 
said, has set a grain production goal 
this year of 197.4 million tons, which 
officials here termed "ambitious” 
since that would be 18 per cent more 
than the 1972 Soviet harvest of 168 
million tons and six per cent above the 
record of 186.8 million set in 1970. 
“ The Soviets do, however, appear to 
have gotten some 
breaks in the 
weather in recent months,” the report 
said. “ A milder winter than normal 
seems to have allowed the winter grain 
crop to escape severe winterkill 
despite a poor snow cover over much 
of the important grain-growing area in 
the European USSR.”
